The Mission and Its Results. 

Adverting to the announced willingness 
of Mr. Mackenzie to make an uncondi- 
tional grant of £50,000 towards tho Es- 
quimau graving dock, in lieu of the trea- 
ty guarantee, this journal took the posi- 
tion that oither the grant was not to bo 
free or else it was closignod to oporato as 
a relaxation salve; aud wocontonded that 
it might be dangorous for British Colum- 
bia to aooopt tho so-oallod gift under then 
existing oircumstancos, and until tho re- 
laxation of the railway covenant which 
Mr. Mackenzie had announced hia dotor- 
minaiion to seek from tho Province 
should have been properly understood 
and fairly and openly placod beforo the 
people for their acceptance or rejection. 
Subsequent de\elopments provo that the 
amount was nover intended as a free 
grant, but merely as an advance "to be 
oonsiderod as part of tho indebtedness of 
the Province in calculating the subsidy 
payable to it." It is quite truo that, when 
Mr. Mackenzie stated in tho Houso that 
such wero the conditions upon which ho 
Jaad expressed willingness to advance the 
amount, and added that he learned from 
Mr. Laugton (Auditor of the Dominion) 
that these were also tho conditions upon 
■whioh his predecessor had agreed to make 
the advance, Mr. DuOosmos, to the in- 
tense disgust and scandal of Parliament 
exclaimed, "Mr. Laugton is a liar!" But 
thero are few persons in the Dominion 
who will experience any difficulty in ar- 
riving at a correct conclusion as to which 
of these gentlemen ia entitled to credonce. 
"When, in the course of events, Mr. Mac- 
konzio's "confidential agent" did arrive, 
laid the proposed relaxed railway policy 
beforo the Administration and invited 
their views thoreon, it was manifestly the 
true policy, as it was tho duty, of the 
Government to avail themselves of bo fa- 
vorable an opportunity to ascertain by 
negotiations thus frankly invited the most 
favorable terms that could reasonably be 
hoped for, and, having obtained Mi. Mac- 
kenzie's ultimatum, submitted it in tho 
tho only constitutional way to the people, 
leaving them to choose between the accep- 
tance of it and an appeal to tho Imperial 
Government. Instead, hotvever, of adopt- 
ing a course so clearly pointed out by 
reason and common sense as well as by 
those considerations of duty which ought 
to have outweighed every other in the 
minds of men intruBted with such mo- 
mentous public interests, they took upon 
themselves, in the moat summary and of- 
fensive way, to reject (for it certainly 
amounted to virtual rejection) Mr. 
Mackenzie's proposals without over consi- 
dering them, and appoal to tho Queen. 
Now, we contend that in both of theso 
aots (tho rejection and tho appeal) tho 
Ministry not only committed a blunder, 
■which somo one has declared to be worse 
than a crime, but they havo exceoded 
their constitutional powers and dono vio- 
lence to tho spirit of Responsible Govern- 
ment. It is with the former offenco we 
have ohiefly to do at present. Parliament 
will most likely look to the latter. Pass 
ing orer the sublime hypocrisy of tho cry 
of "Tho old Terms and nothing else,' 
promulgated by paid organs and subsi- 
dised touterB at the very timo they wero 
sending a delegate to Ottawa to seek, on 
bended knee, new Terms from Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, it may not be amiss to glance at 
the realized and prospective consequunccs 
of this criminal blunder. It is no longer 
a secret that the great hope was Ottawa. 
Tho Belf-constituted delegate himself free- 
ly admittod that. His henchmen here mot 
argument rtgainst the appeal to tho Queen 
by tho assurance that there would not be 
the slightest occasion to go boyond Otta- 
wa. In fact, tho appeal we,s never intend- 
ed as anything more than a rod. hold over 
Mr. Mackenzie's head. Like Col. Crock- 
et's rille.it would bring the Premier down 
without being fired. But thoso who knew 
Mr. Mackenzie better and gauged tho 
case more accurately, vonturod tho opin- 
ion that tho result of tho "call in at Otta- 
wa" would bo very ditlorent; and tho se- 
quel has fully proved the correctness of 
that opinion. It is now admitted, oven 
by the organ, that tho hopes centred on 
Ottawa have boon completely dissipated. 
It is known that, so far from fearing the 
appeal to tho Queen and being willing to 
humble himself and make concessions in 
order to arrest the delegate on his way to 
London, tho Canadian Premier really de- 
sired that tho appeal should be prosecut- 
ed. Thus, then, havo tho predictions we 
ventured to mako respecting the result of 
tho mission to Ottawa boon complete- 
ly fulfilled. Nor can thero bo any 
reasonable doubt as to the correct- 
ness of our forecasts respecting tho even 
more hopeless visit to Downing ritroot; 
and wo are greatly mistaken if. when the 
full results of thin lamentablo blunder 
shall have been placed before the public, 
British Columbia does not hold her Min- 
isters to a strict account for their extra- 
ordinary, high-handed and most unpat- 
riotic conduct. But one thing tho people 
havo a right and would do well to insist 
upon: A full and accurate account of ull 
the negotiations and results both at Otta- 
wa ana London should bo placod boforo 
the public, to that tho Provinco may not 
again become the viotim of official mis- 
representation. 



The Best Position for Sleisf.— E. D 
Babbitt, M. D., in his new book, tho 
"Health Guido," thus gives his views on 
tho best position for the body during the 
hours of sleep:— Baron Reichonbuch, by 
a largo number of experiments with sen- 
sitive and feeble persons, found that they 
would bo thrown into a vory uncomfort- 
able or spasmodic) condition whou thoy 
lay with their heads to tho south, and 
still worse when thoir heads wore to tho 
west; but that when ho turned them with 
thoir head3 to tho north ond thoir feet to 
tho south, they wero quiet and comfort- 
able. This harmonizes with the idea of a 
magnetio earth ourront going from north 
to south, or at least in the direction of tho 
noedle, thus throwing tho warm prinoiplo 
toward tho feet when tho head points 
northward, while tho distress occasioned 
by lying with tho head to the west may 
bo accounted for on tho supposition of an 
elootrio curront moving from west to east, 
at right angles with tho magnitude cur- 
rent, thus throwing tho oool elemont to 
tho feet, just whore it should not bo. 
This last direction must bo particularly 
injurious to delicate ladies, in whom tho 
oloctrical olement already predominates 
too much, especially at tho oxtromitioH ; 
and theso wore the class of persona with 
whom Boiclienbach experimented. I 
would rocommond the north-east as a still 
hotter direction for the head than tho 
north, as it throws both tho cool curront 
toward tho head and tho warm current to- 
ward the feet. Tho obsorvanco of theso 
rules of position would save a vast amount 
of heatlaoho, neuralgia, and distress of tho 
brain and nervous systom gonorally. I 
lay down those ruleB, not as a mere thoory, 
but as a fact established by my own ex- 
perience as well as that of others, and it 
is high timo our physioians bogan to look 
into theso important health laws, which, 
if habitually violated, will imperceptibly 
undermine many a dolicate constitution. 

The Wnlkerton Telescope says: — "The 
ooarso insults heaped on the Rev Lachlan 
Taylor by the Tory press, because of the 
acceptance by him, from the Dominion 
Government, of an emigration agency, 
are tho moro unjustifiable and uncallod 
for when we remember that in addition to 
his unsullied character, the high position 
ho occupies in the Methodist Church, and 
bis eminence as nn orator, ho is thorough- 
ly intimate with almost every section of 
Ontario; is well acquainted with tho Mar- 
itime Provinces: has qualified himself by 
a residence of some length to speak of Bri- 
tish Columbia from personal knowledge; 
and has for himsolf travelled all through 
Manitoba and portions of our great North 
West Torritory, and thus acquiring a di- 
rect acquaintance with the character and 
resources of that oountry. Wo do not be- 
lieve there is a man living in all Canada 
who knows the whole Dominion so tho- 
roughly as Dr. Taylor.and certainly thoro 
is none living hotter gifted with the pow- 
er of putting in eloquentshapo the know- 
ledge ho has acquired. A bettor man 
than he is as an advocate of Canada in 
Europe could not be had, and tho ap- 
pointment is thus one that does credit to 
both those who made and him who ao- 
cepted it. 

A Hindoo Theist Preacher. — Yester- 
day morning Baboo Protap Chnnder Mo- 
zooman, a coadjutor of Keshub Chnnder 
Sen, and a missionary of tho Hindoo 
Thiests called tho Bramoo Somaj, preach- 
ed at the service held by the Bev. Charles 
Voysey. late Vicar of Healnugh, at St. 
George's Hall, Langham-place. The Ba- 
boo, a tall man of striking appearance, ap- 
parently between 30 and 35 yoars of age, 
selected no scriptural text, but commenc- 
ed by saying that the transition at pre- 
sent going on all over the religious world 
made it necessary for overy ono to form 
thoso positivo ideas about God and im- 
mortality without which practical roli- 
gion was simply impossible. Theists be- 
lieved that God existed as surely as thoy 
know that this world existed. They wero 
free, ho thought, from that widespread 
hatred which provailed in tho roligious 
world, and which arose from ignorance of 
the law of love, for lovo could nover bo 
found whero men wero bound up heart 
and and soul in the prejudices. Ho ear- 
nestly oBked his hearers to forget for a 
while their dogmas and engage oarnostly 
in prayer, which was tho only way of 
reaching the God of all truth.— London 
Empire, June lolh. 

Grasshoppers. — A St. Paul dispatch 
says: The Commissioners of this county 
yosterdr.y appropriated 55,000 for tho ro- 
lief of tho sufforors by tho grasshopper 
plaguo.

Mackenzie really desired — could not pro- 
perly be regarded ai inconsistent either 
with thespirit or the lettor of the old, and 
he might have experienced somo difficulty 
in affording a satisfactory explanation of 
the reasons which led him to purchase at 
so high a price that which should have 
come by common right acoording to his 
own contention that construction could 
not begin before completion of survoy. 
Roferriug to tho appeal to tho Quoen, 
which was to have so terrified Canada, the 
same authority intimates that, so far from 
having any terror for Mr. Mackenzie, it 
seemed to ploaso him. It is believed that 
the most porfeot understanding exists bo- 
tweon tho two Governments upon the 
subject; and Mr. Mackenzie appears to 
think that, however objectionable in tho 
ab»tract an appeal to t|»o Imperial Gov- 
ernment by a Provinoe may bo, yot, in 
the case of Columbia.it may be tho moans 
of averting much trouble in tho future. 
Under these airoumstances, the firm and 
uncompromising bearing of tho Premier 
towards Mr. Walkem is easily understood; 
whilo. at tho same timo, -the fatal error 
committed by the local Administration 
beoomes all the more apparont.

The Capital of British (jolumfoia. 

>

Victoria, the capital of British Col- 
umbia and chief aea-port, is situated at 
the southern point of Vancouver Is- 
land, in lafc. i8 o , 25 20 N. This city, 
although three degrees further north 
than St. John, N. B., enjoys a climate 
as mild as the South of England with 
the difference that there is greater 
summer heat with less humidity. The 
evenings aro delightfully cool in sum- 
mer, influenced, no doubt, by tho sea 
breeze, and the vicinity of the snow- 
clad Olympian range of mountains in 
Washington Territory, on the opposite 
side of tho Strait do Fuca, -which is 
here about 17 miles in width. The 
summits of this range are covered with 
perpetual snow and afford a magnifi- 
cent viow from the streets of tho 
city. 

Tho harbor of Victoria extends 
about three milos inland at almost a 
right angle with the Strait de Fuca, 
then divides right aud left, that por- 
tion to the right curving slightly and 
terminating in an inlet called James' 
Bay, which divides a part of the city on 
this side. Tho other portion by a 
sharp elbow turns to the left and ex- 
toudssomo four miles in that direction, 
forming what is called "The Arm" — 
a boautiftil sheet of water, sheltered by 
forests on either side, with open glades 
here and there. On this arm regattas 
are held; and on its picturesque shores 
delightful nooks are to be found for 
picnics the citizens availing themsolves 
of theso amusements during the splen- 
did summer weather, which is so con- 
tinuously pleasant that u tine day can 
be counted upon weeks in advance. 
About a mile above the elbow, thispart 
of the harbor is bridged, a road pass- 
ing across to Esquimalt and to Met- 
chosin. Along tho inner or landside 
tho city is built, commencing a little 
below this bridgo and extending along 
tho margin of the harbor to James'Bay, 
which is also bridged, aud tho city 
spreads beyond it and down the other 
side in the direction of the Straits de 
Fuca. The site is quito level; the 
streets are laid out at right angles and 
the city extends back a little over a 
mile from tho harbor to the rising 
grounds of Spring Ridge. A beautiful 
park has been reserved about two milos 
out, and is approached from the city 
by an avenue of fine old oaks In the 
centro of this park is a oiroular hill ris. 
iug to a moderate height, called Bea- 
con Hill, from which the park is named. 
Around the base of this hill winds the 
raco couiso, nature having formed 
both as porfect as art could have been 
done for the purpose of a track and a 
place of observation for the spectators. 
From this park n.n extensive and grand 
viow is obtained, not only of tho Olym- 
pian range on tho opposite shore, but 
of a large extent of tho Straits de 
Fuca. 

About a mile from tho limits of tho 
city, on beautiful heights, and com- 
manding magnificent scenery, stands 
Gary Castle, tho residence of the 
Liout. -Governor, tho Hon. J. W. 
Trutch. Just on tho border of tho city 
and overlooking it and the harbor, is 
situated tho ploasont residence of the 
Hon. Judge Gray.formorly of this prov- 
ince. Ou tho outskirts of the town 
are many fine ronitlences. Tho princi- 
pal business streets are Yates street, 
running up from, and Government 
street, miming parallel with tho har- 
bor. Victoria being an extonsivo dis- 
tributing point, heavy buisnoss estab- 
lishments in hardware, groceries, pro- 
visions and clothing aro found in these 
streets, with tho usual variety of other 
business places such as druggists, jew- 
elers, booksellers, &c. 

Beside tho provincial buildings for 
legislature.Jcourts and c i Tr r nt dej »-t- 
ments, and tho post-office, custom 
house, Ac., Victoria has two Episco- 
palian churches, two Roman Catholic 
churches, Presbyterian and Wesleyan 
churches, Jewish Synagogue, Angola 
Gollogo for young ladies, and St. 
Aim's Convent. Amongst the hotels 
may bo mentioned tho Driard House, 
St Nicholas, Colonial and American, 
and in tho suburbs one moots with tho 
Swan, White Horse, Horse and Jockey, 
Bush House, tho Rising Sun and Sun- 
ny Sido. 

Thero aro tho Philharmonic and Al- 
hambra Halls, Theatre and Mechanics' 
Institute, and although tho clmato is 
too mild for tho formation of ico yot 
tho citizens havo thoir skating rink, be- 
ing compelled to use rollers on 
parlorskatea. 

There aro threo banks, a branch of 
B. N. America, tho bank of British 
Columbia, and Wolls, Fargo «k Co. 
Four steamers ply regularly to and 
from Victoria weekly, and as many 
more aro engaged in currying freight 
and passengers, touching at Victoria. 
Ships of the Hudson Buy company ar- 
rive from England ;and, altogether, the 
harbor has a lively appoaranco. 

The mails roach horo fortnightly 
from Sua Francisco, and twico a wook 
via Olympia. A submarine cablo ex- 
tends across tho southern part of tho 
Gulf of Ooorgia. Two daily newspa- 
pers, the (.nlonist and Standard, aro iss- 
ued. Thoso also appears as woeklies. 
Tho supply of water not being very satis- 
factory, a water company has boon incor- 
porated to construct moro extensive works 
The company's 9100,000 worth of deben- 
tures, when offered, woro nil taken a fow 
weeks ago by one of Victoria's spirited 
. merchants, Mr, Bosbowitz. Tho situation 
, 1 of tho town is very beautiful, with pleas- 
ant drives over excellent roads in many 
directions. 

British Columbia, whether as rogards 
olimato, noil or facilities for business of 
nil kinds, may bo rated as first-olass, but 
a larger population is imperatively re- 
quired; an infusion of industrious, econo- 
mical and pushing immigrants is nocoss- 
ary to build up tho country. With theno 
aud moro capitalists, of enorgy and bu«i-

ness ability, its unlimited rosourcos 
should bo dovoloped.and a rapid advance 
of its various interests aohievod. When 
a stoamor from tho Amerioan side oomes 
in loaded with beef, cattle aud flour, 
should a spectator say to a Victorian, 
"Why is it that with soil and ohmate so 
splendid, you should not supply this 
market yourselves?" tho answor will be, 
"Why, bloss you, this is not an agricultu- 
ral country, nothing of any account can 
bo raisod hero; truo thero aro plonty of 
oattlo and wheat beyond tho ooast range, 
away up the Fraser, but it would never 
pay to got them to market." Whon re- 
minded that the Americans havo to bring 
thoso cattle hundreds of miles and tran- 
ship them several times and then pay du- 
ties, "Oh, wolll this country is worth 
nothing until wo get the railroad and tho 
country is oponod up." 

In reaching Vancouver Island from tho 
Provinces, tho distance is so great, the 
expenses so considerable, and tho dis- 
couragements so many that some im- 
provements should bo oarried out if mu- 
tual benefits aro expeoted to arise from 
tho connootion betwoen this and other 
Provincos, and if British Columbia is to 
bocome other than a bill of exponso to tho 
Dominion. 

Again, tho postal sorvioe roquiros at- 
tention from tho Government, as within 
a short oxperienoo I can state that lotters 
both to and from Victoria failed to reach 
thoir destination. The steamer Prinoe 
Alfred is subsidised to the amount of 
85-1,000 yearly for making fortnightly 
trips from San Franoisoo to Viotoria and 
baok. The fare is $30 gold for cabin.and 
815 for stoorago. 

In one trip in April to Victoria her fare 
for passengers came to $3,000, freight 
ovor S2.000, and adding 81,000 for sub- 
sidy, tho amount would bo 86,000, then 
allowing for her down trip which, I be- 
liovo, under the mark, but 8500 for pas- 
sengers, and a like sum for fright with 
the 81,000 subsidy would foot np to 88,- 
000 for the round trip. The steamer in 
not comfortable as a passenger boat, yet 
the subsidy enables opposition to bo 
crushed out. Her captain and ofuoers re- 
side at San Francisco. So large a sub- 
sidy ought to secure a bettor steam ssr- 
vico.ono would suppose, and probably an 
improvement will be made when the pre- 
sent oontraot expires. 

Among tbo pe uliarities of this line we 
may mention that when a passenger lands 
at Victoria ho has to pay 25 cents whar- 
fage on his trunks and when he leaveB he 
is put through an examination, thus: 
What is your name? Age? Ooonpation? 
Nationality? At first we thought the of- 
ficer was joking, but he explained that it 
was part of his duty, and he informed our 

Earty that until lately 85 head monoy had 
een collected on each passenger on land- 
ing at San Franoisoo. 

Disraeli on Publit Affairs. 

Wherever the English language is 
spoken sometimes far bevond, the public 
utterances of th» Prime Minister of Great 
Britain rosoivo ready attention. At a ban- 
quet recently given to Her Majesty's Min- 
isters by tho Merohant Taylors' .Co. in 
London, Mr. Disraeli, in reply to th» 
toast of the ovoning, doliversd a lengthy 
speech, from whioh we offer a few ex- 
traots: — 

Master and Worshipful Company— It is 
more than a generation sinos % first had 
tho honour of addressing the Master Mer- 
chant Taylors in their Hall. At that time 
an ominont statesman— ono of the great- 
est and noblest in the land, and a man il- 
lustrious for his rare abilities — was lead- 
ing a broken and disheartened party. For 
a considerable period tho Tory party had 
not been in duo relation with the people 
of England. There wero three things in 
whioh thoy were mainly interested— liber- 
ty, industry, and religion. Mr. Pitt, Mr. 
Granville, and other statosrnon, and the 
most illustrious leadors of the political 
connection to whioh wo belong, had ar- 
rived at conclusions upon theie groat snb- 
joots whioh tho nation has subsequently 
aocopted. Had they boen adopted earlier 
we might havo beon spared forty years of 
agitation. However, at that time the 
thought and the passion of the country 
wore absorbed in the great Continental 
war, whioh ended in a blaze of triumph 
not favourable to politioal reflection. In 
the oonduot of our affairs there aroso at 
that timo no commanding mind whioh 
could direct again the intelligenoo of the 
oountry into that traok from whioh it had 
departed. Our political opponents soil- 
ed at length, on the oooasion, to romedy 
tho grievances and to supply tho dofioieu- 
oies whioh tho country had for some time 
exporionoed. To aocomplish their objeot 
thoy adopted certain doctrinos of Contin- 
ental growth, whioh beoamo subsequent- 
ly known by the name of Liberal opinions 
Theso woro the resaits of the meditations 
of philosophers— many of them injurious, 
some of thorn profound. No one can de- 
ny that thoso doctrinos oontain much that 
ii truo, much that is just, and much that 
is beneficent; nor can wo for a momont 
maintain that thoir application has not, in 
many instances, boen advantageous to tho 
country — in many senses advantageous to 
to tho community. But they wero abstract 
doctrinos; and whon, as has happened in 
our time, thoy havo boon pressed to their 
logical conclusions by a party in tho 
Stato, they alarmed and offended tho Eng- 
lish people — an anoient nation, influenced 
greatly by tho traditions, and proud of 
the achievements, of their fathers in olden 
times. Novertheloss, amidRt many diffi- 
culties, amidst at times the compositions, 
and at other timos tho oonourronoe of 
groat parties in the Stato, tho threo groat 
political problems have received a solu- 
tion whioh has oombinod religious equal- 
ity with a National Church, which has 
maintained tho doctrine of our monarchi- 
cal and aristocratic constitution, and 
whioh has extended a largo distribution 
of political power among our people, 
(Cheers.) Moreover, wo have found a 
free exchange of commodities consistent 
with the maintonanco of the prosperity of 
tho country. Thus, gontlomen, tho Tory 
party finds itself upon tho vantage ground 
whioh had been foresoon by the genius of 
Pitt and tho sagacity of Lord Granville. 
Yon have done us the honor of drinking 
our healths this day in our charaeter as 
advisors of tho Crown. Wo have aeoeded 
to that position by tho constitutional fav- 
ours of the Crown and tho oonfidenoe of 
the pooplo. Ocoupying that vantage 
ground whioh had boon foresoon by Pitt 
and Granville, tho question now arisos, 
Will tho Tory party bo equal to tho occa- 
sion? If wo fail in our attempt to govern 
tins oountry with honour aud advantage, 
we oannot allege as an excuse that wo are 
callod upon to encounter sorious difficul- 
ties. No doubt, in tho govornmont of an 
Empire like that of Groat Britain, ovory 
day brings its anxieties to thoso who are 
responsible for tho administration of tho 
affairs of the oountry, Generally speak- 



ing, whethor wo look at homo or abroad, 
there is nothing to daunt tho spirit of 
those to whom tho government has boon 
entrusted. The people are tranquil, pros- 
porous, and content; and abroad — I am 
suro that whon my noble friend noxt to 
me addressos you, he will havo it in his 
power to assuro you that, although there 
is on the Continent of Europe much that 
is fitful and unstable, thero nover was a 
period whon tho great Powers of the 
world wore bo strongly and so sinccroly 
desirous of gaining tho confidence and 
friendship of England. I think wo may 
congratulate ourselves at tho present time 
on tho trust that has beon evinced by tho 
nation in the political institutions of our 
oountry-I may even say tho affection with 
which they view them. If this wero a mere 
sentiment of loyality, it should not bo un- 
dervalued; but I viow it in nnothor and 
moro sorious light. I believe tho feoling 
of confidence in their institutions that is 
now prevalent in this country arises from 
the increased political oxporionce of tho 
generation to whioh wo belong. They 
havo soon such vicissitudes of fortune in j 
publio affairs that they havo brought to I 
them great and pregnant conclusions. 
Amid tho ohango of dynasties and the fall 
of empires they hr.vo boon taught to re- 
floot upon tho causes which havo made 
thoir oountry and their society so staple 
and secure. Thoy havo recognized in tho 
majesty of the Crown tho majesty of the 
law. Thoy recognize full well that they 
possess in tho House of Lords moro tlian 
an heroditary senate, which from the lo- 
cal elements of which it is composod, is 
essontially in its charactor representative. 
Although thoy feol that, with tho largo 
political privileges that now exist, moro 
than two millions of Her Majesty's sub- 
jects are included in tho estate of tho 
Commons, there aro still thirty millions 
left who must find their best security for 
their good govornmont and their rights in 
tho combinod institutions of tho Consti- 
tution of England. * * * Wo 
must remembor that tho Sovereign of 
this country is tho Sovereign of a great 
empire, extending to many climes and to 
almost every condition of mankind. We 
must remembor that the 30,000,000 peo- 
ple of this oountry form nothing moro 
than the basis of such a colossal super- 
structure. In the older days of our Con- 
tinental struggles, it used to bo said that 
ono Englishman could beat about threo 
of his foreign foes. (Laughter). It is un' 
neoessary now to attempt to investigate 
suoh an absurd statement) but I am sure 
of this, that tho bont of modorn politics 
should be to make a modern Englishman 
equal to three of the past generation. 
(Hear, hear.) By elevating tho oondition 
of our people, and by attending to their 
intellectual and physioal condition, we 
may be able to mako our 30,000,000 equal 
in general effioiency to 90,000,000, and we 
may bo ablo to maintain unimparod that 
Empire which is our just glory and boast, 
^hoera.) When 1 say this, I do not fora 
moment wish you to imagine that Her 
Majesty's Government aro patrons of 
what is callod a paternal Government. On 
the oontrnry, we aro opposed to doing 
that whioh poople can do for themsolves, 
but we are bound to lend to tho weaker 
portion of our population that energy and 
that experience whioh are and oau only 
be the result of the organization of the 
Government. If wo continue to have the 
control of affairs our minds will be great- 
ly given to this important subjec' — asub- 
ieot whioh, after the great results that 
have been accomplished in this country, 
in tho attainment of political liberty and 
commercial wealth, in the accumulation 
of suoh an amount of treasure, in tho es- 
tablishment of such a vast body of pub- 
lic rights, is, in fact, tho subjoot to which 
above all othors wo ought to give our at- 
tention, so that tho population who havo 
inherited theso blessings may be found 
worthy of thorn, and possessing them, 
shall bo ablo to rival or perhaps to excel 
thoir forefathers in thoso great deeds 
which have raised tho English people to 
tho high position thoy now occupy, and 
which, in regaru^to so many subjects, al- 
low them to ho tho model for, anil en- 
oouragomont to tho rest of tho world. 
(Cheers.) 

Cocmtino a Billion. — What is a bil- 
lion ! This reply is very simple— a 
million times a million. This is quick- 
ly writton, and quicker still pronounc- 
ed. But no man is able to count it. 
You can count 1G0 or 170 a minute 1 
but let us even suppose that you couL-t 
200 ; then an hour would produco 12,- 
000; a day 288,000; and a year, or 
365 days, 105,120,000. Lot us sup- 
poao, now, that Adam, at tho beginn- 
ing of his oxistenco, had begun to 
count, had continued to do so and was 
counting still, ho would not even now, 
according to tho usually supposed age 
of our globo, havo counted near 
enough. For to count a billion, ho 
would require 9,512 years, 312 days, 
15 hours and 20 minutes, according to 
tho above rule. Supposing wo weie 
to allow tho poor counter 12 hours 
daily for rest, eating and sloeping, bo 
would need 19,025 years, 319 days, 10 
hours aud 46 minutes. 



The PniKon of Wales and "Geohob 
Fkbdiiiuck." — The London eorrespond- 
ont of the Manchester Examiner writes: — 
"Whethor tho current report that tho 
Prince of Wales is tho real owner of the 
winner of tho Derby be truo or false, there
